Minorities Will Resist Suggested 
Abolition of Juries—Woman 
Suffrage Bill Offered,

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Feb. 14 
In the first message of a Governor 
delivered in the island's new capitol, 
Governor Towner told the legislators 
today that they had a difficult task 
ahead if they were to deal success- 
fully with the problem of restoring 
Porto Rico to the condition existing 
prior to the September hurricane 
and at the same time lay the founda 

tion for further development. 

Stressing that an era of strictest 
economy was necessary, the Gover- 
nor said recovery would be delayed 
instead of hastened by any expendi 
ture not absolutely essential He 
said it would be necessary to borrow 
money this year to meet a certain 
deficit, and that the next budget 
must be based on the knowledge 
that the revenues next year would 
be $2,000,000 less than this year 

He recommended appropriations 
for a budget of $9,959,000, based on 
estimated revenues. 

In the financial program there are 
indications that there may not be so 
wide disagreement between the ma- 
jority and minority as on other legis- 
lation suggested by the Governo1 
Circumstances will largely control 
the financial program. 

While President Barcelo of the Sen 
ate is expected to present a bill for 
woman suffrage, one of the meas- 
ures recommended by the Governor, 
there is likely to be serious disagree- 
ment if the Barcelo bill undertakes 
to restrict the new voters to literates 
only. The minority contention is 
that no restrictions should be placed 
on women voters that are not placed 
on the men. They point to the last 
election, when the masses revolted 
from long political domination by 
one party and elected strong minori- 
ties to both houses of the Legisla- 
ture, an indication that even illiter- 
ates vote intelligently. 

Senator Iglesias, Socialist minority 
leader and Spanish secretary of the 
Pan-American Federation of Labor 
contends that election corruption in 
the past has been due to “‘illustra- 
dos,’’ not to the island's illiterates 

The minority for similar reasons 
will oppose the suggested changes in 
the administration of justice, oppos- 
ing the Governor's recommenda- 
tions for the abolition of grand 
juries and trial juries in all save 
capital punishment cases 

The first indication that all may 
not be harmonious between the 
majority and minority developed in 
the lower house today, where the 
Alianza has twenty-one members to 
the sixteen of the Coalition. Speaker 
Tous Soto named only two minority 
members on committees containing 
nine and eleven members respec- 
tively, and gave the minority only 
one member each on committees of 
seven members All the minority 
members promptly resigned, assert- 
ing that they preferred the minor-

Until now practically all the talk- 
ng has been done by the German 
delegates. First Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, 
the chief delegate, and today Dr. 
Karl Melchior, his colleague, have 
been expounding on the economic,

Once more the “ national origins ”’ 
system of immigration restriction 1s 
up. That provision was inserted in 
the act of 1924, to go into effect on 
July 1, 1928. But Congress, fearing 
the agitation of blocs of foreign 
voters; authorized postponement of 
the putting in force of this provision 
for a year.

last June. The statement did not ex- 
plain the week’s easing-off of call 
money, for ‘‘loans by others’’ were 
reduced along with bank loans. Since 
the high figure of 1928 was achieved, 
last December, the brokers’ loans of 
local and out-of-town banks have 
fallen $153,000,000, but loans from 
other than banking sources have in- 
creased $327,000,000 

If the brokers’ loan return threw 
little light on the money market's 
recent course, the Federal Reserve's 
report of its own position indicated 
clearly enough the policy adopted by 
the system. Holdings by all twelve 
banks of bills bought in the open 
market have decreased $21,684,000 in 
the week and $90,181,000 in a month; 
this reflects the ‘‘acceptance mar- 
ket.”” At the same time, their hold- 
ings of government securities have 
been reduced $22,919,000 and $51,173,- 
000 in the same two periods. These 
comparisons indicate continuous pur- 
pose of taking superfluous resources 
from the market. It has brought the 
system’s remaining investment in 
United States bonds to much the low- 
est figure for this time of year since 
1924; but bills bought in the market, 
amounting to $391,000,000, are still 
above the usual figure. What per- 
haps attracted more attention was 
the week’s increase of $52,328,000 in 
rediscounts at the Reserve banks 
all of it occurring, apparently, in 
New York. 

The effectiveness of the Bank of 
England’s advance in its discount 
rate, a week ago, was reflected in 
yesterday’s weekly statement, which 
showed a gain of $1,150,000 gold for 
the week. Only in three other 
weeks since the middie of September 
has the Bank failed to lose gold 
heavily; but the past week’s actual} 
gain resulted, not from newly im- 
ported gold taken in but from ‘‘ear- 
marked’”’ gold released. Apparently 
there were no important arrivals this 
week from South Africa, so that the 
next few weeks should make an even 
better showing. The Bank’s ratio of 
reserve to deposits rose from 46 per 
cent to 50%, which is hjgher than 
the pertentage in this week even of 
1913.

Shipping Board Official, Urging 


Stronger Marine, Points to 


Huge Trade Rise. 


Tracing the rise and fall of the 
American merchant marine, Alfred 
HY. Haag lirector of the Bureau of 
mesearch of the United States Ship- 
ping Board, declared at a luncheon 
meeting of the Propeller Club yester- 
day that the nation was ‘‘talked out”’ 
of the marine field before the war 
and is now beset by the same tactics. 
The outside attacks were suecessful 
he said, to the extent that while 
shipyards of other nations were 
building 1,000,000 tons those of the 
United States were building 2 per 
cent in numbers and 3 per cent in 
tonnage of the world’s ships. 

Improved facilities for the trans- 
portation of freight has resulted, he 
said, in an increase of 200 per cent 
in our South American trade, 325 per 
cent in our African trade and 300 
per cent in our Asiatic trade, since 


the close of the war. Despite the} 


great number of obsolete ships that 
fly the American flag, about one- 
third of American freight is carried 
in American bottoms as against 9 
per cent before the war. If we could 


lift the proportion in American ships | 


to 60 per cent, he said, the annual 
revenue would be $300,000,000 

“Our government was criticized,’’ 
he said ‘when it entered the ship- 
ping business at the close of the war 
Other nations did not do as we. but 
our situation was different They 
had only to return to their shipping 
industry and we had to start in. try- 
ing to build an American merchant 


marine Our government went in, | 


not as a competitor of private indus 
try, but as a big brother hoping to 
aid it 

“Every American should have as 
his slogan, ‘to promote American 
trade and prosperity by establishing 
and maintaining an adequate mer- 
chant marine.’ ’”’ 

Mr. Haag said in the last year 
American foreign commerce amount- 
ed to 100,000,000 tons. worth $s 000.- 
000,000 The national bill for the 
handling of freight, he said, was 
$750.000.000 and for passenger traf- 
fic $250.000.000
